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TOMATO PURCHASE TOTALS 


Agriculture Department Has Bought 4,028,701 
Cases to Date—Evaporated Milk Prices Released 


With the announcement this week by the Department of 
Agriculture of the acceptance of offers of future tomatoes 
in the amount of 286,000 cases, the total quantity of future 
tomatoes purchased by the Department increased to 2,674,040 
cases. Previous purchases of spot tomatoes amounting to 
1,354,661 cases combined with the purchases of futures has 
swelled the total purchases of tomatoes being acquired under 
the Department's program to 4,028,701 actual cases. 

Among other interesting purchases made by the Depart- 
ment during the past week were 93,700 cases of pilchard 
futures, 40,807 pounds of fish liver oil and vitamin A con- 
centrates in oil representing 1,151,250 million units, and 
more than 2,000,000 pounds of various dried fruits. 


The Department, in a press release dated July 17, stated 
that in order to encourage the production of cheese and 
evaporated milk in its food-for-defense program it had been 
supporting prices of those products substantially above their 
normal relationship to butter prices. In the release, the 
Department altered its policy of not making available price 
information, Recent purchases of evaporated milk, the De- 
partment stated, have been made at $3.15 to $3.25 per case 
f.o.b. plant at midwestern points, including differentials for 
inspection and kind of pack. The price paid for evaporated 
milk bought by the Department, the release pointed out, 
has inereased about 58 cents per case since purchases started 
in March of this year. The Department also announced 
that in the immediate future it would use the facilities of 
the Wisconsin Cheese Exchange in addition to the offer and 
acceptance method for the purchase of cheese.

WALSH-HEALEY COMMITTEE 


Appointments Made to Personnel That Will 
Consider 1942 Pack Problems 


When exemptions from provisions of Section I of the 
Walsh-Healey Act were granted on Government contracts 
for futures purchases of specified canned fruits and vege- 
tables during the balance of this year it was recommended 
by L. Metealfe Walling, administrator of the Division of 
Public Contracts, that a committee be appointed to study 
and make recommendations for a solution of problems re- 
lating to the 1942 pack. 

Mr. Walling will act as presiding officer and represent 
the Labor Department. He announces that the following 
other members of the committee have been named: John L. 
Baxter, to represent the National Canners Association, and 
Commander Morton L. Ring, chief clerk and officer in charge 
of Navy purchases, to represent the Navy Department. Mr. 
Walling also indicated that Anthony Wayne Smith and Boris 
Shiskin, who represented the Congress of Industrial Organ- 
izations and the American Federation of Labor, respectively, 
at the recent hearings, would serve, and that personnel of 
the committee will be completed shortly with the naming of 
representatives of the War Department and the Office of 
Production Management. 


Canadian Canned Tomatoes for Britain 


That negotiations are under way for Canada to supply the 
United Kingdom with 20,000 tons (840,000 to 850,000 cases) 
of choice quality canned tomatoes is reported by the U. S. 
Department of Commerce. Domestic consumption of canned 
tomatoes in the Dominion of Canada amounts to more than 
2,000,000 cases annually and the Canadian pack would have 
to approximate 3,000,000 cases to meet domestic requirements 
and export contracts, the report states. 
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An invitation for bids on 2,300 dozen No. 10 cans of 
plums (alternate bids of 8,280 dozen No. 24% cans), was 
issued July 17 by the Veterans Administration, Arlington 
Building, Washington, D. C., and will be opened August 11. 
Deliveries of specified quantities of the canned plums are 
to be made to the supply depots at Perryville, Md., and 
Chicago, Il. 


CONGRESS SUMMARY 


Parity Price Measures Considered in Hearings— 
Bill on Merchant Marine Personnel 


Hearings on the question of parity prices for “basic, nec- 
essary, and essential” agricultural commodities commenced 
this week before a subcommittee of the Senate Committee 
on Agriculture. The subcommittee, under chairmanship of 
Senator Thomas of Oklahoma, was authorized by Senate 
Resolution 117 to hold hearings and consider the advisa- 
bility of formulating and reporting to the Senate legislation 
defining parity prices. 


Also being considered at these hearings is a bill (S. 1687) 
which states that pending the enactment of legislation es- 
tablishing a definite formula for determining parity prices 
of basie agricultural products, no agent of the government 
shall fix a price on any such product or by-product below 
the parity price fixed by the Department of Agriculture. 


A bill giving discretionary authority to the Secretary of 
Commerce to reduce the percentage of able seamen required 
under the merchant seaman laws on any vessel of 100 gross 
tons or more has been reported to House by the Committee 
on Merchant Marine and Fisheries. This discretionary au- 
thority would allow examined and rated able seamen, after 
having served on deck for one year, to compose not more 
than one-half of the number of able seamen now required 
to be shipped or employed. The necessity for this legisla- 
tion, the Committee reports, has developed because of labor 
shortages brought on by the national defense program. Pro- 
visions of the bill would be limited to the period ending 
June 30, 1943, 


Stocks and Shipments of Canned Bects 


Stocks of beets in canners’ hands on July 1, 1941 were 
49,748 cases smaller than on the corresponding date of 1940; 
seasonal shipments from July 1, 1940 to July 1, 1941 have 
been more than half a million cases larger than during the 
preceding year; and shipments during the past three months 
were 73,258 cases larger than shipments during the cor- 
responding months of 1940, according to figures compiled 
by the Association's Division of Statistics.

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Stocks and Shipments of Green and Wax Beans 


Shipments of green beans during the current season, July 
1, 1940 to July 1, 1941, reached a total of 8,416,195 cases, 
exceeding last year's total for the same period by 476,405 
cases. Stocks of green beans on July 1, 1941, totaling only 
84,495 cases, were less than one-sixth the amount held on 
the same date last year, according to figures compiled by the 
Association's Division of Statistics. June shipments of green 
beans this year were 188,744 cases less than last year, and 
of canned wax beans 78,279 cases less than June, 1940. July 
1 stocks of wax beans stood at 24,382 cases, as compared with 
231,773 cases last year, and shipments, during the season, 
were 72,063 cases more this year than last.

Copies of the bulletin, “Federal Canned Foods Specifica- 


tions” were mailed to all canners this week by the Office 
of the Quartermaster General, U. S. War Department. 

Expressing the hope that with copies of the specifications 
before them it will become easier for canners to bid on 
future invitations, Col, Carl A. Hardigg, in a letter mailed 
with the bulletin, acknowledged on behalf of the War 
Department the “very helpful cooperation” extended by the 
Association in briefing, assembling and printing the speci- 
fications. 


Priorities and Wage-Hour Reprints Available 


Numerous requests for reprints of two of the articles 
which appeared in the INrormation Lerrer of July 12 have 
heen filled this week. The articles were “Priority for Can- 
ning Machinery” and “Revised Wage-Hour Interpretations.” 

The Priorities reprints include text of Order P-17, which 
grants an A-2 preference rating for critical materials needed 
in construction and repair of canning machinery and equip- 
ment, and text of an accompanying explanatory letter written 
by Director of Priorities E. R. Stettinius, Jr. The Wage- 
Hour reprint covers revised interpretations of canning exemp- 
tions under the Law, along with special comment by Asso- 
ciation counsel. 

Additional copies of both these reprints are available and 
may be obtained on request addressed to the Information 
Division. 


Copies of Roper Survey are Mailed 


Copies of the survey to ascertain consumers’ views and 
wishes with regard to the labeling of canned foods, con- 
ducted for the Association by Elmo Roper, were given a wide 
general distribution this week. 


Copies were sent to all canners and to the secretaries of 
State, regional and commodity canners associations; to the 
secretaries and membership lists of grocer, food broker, label 
manufacturer and advertising associations; to advertising 
agencies; to home economics teachers and State and city 
supervisors; to the membership of Home Economics Women 
in Business; State home demonstration agents; home service 
women of the public utilities; Better Business Bureau 
managers; food editors of newspapers, magazines, radio 
stations and newspaper syndicates; editors of home eco- 
nomics, grocery, advertising, business, canning and packag- 
ing trade magazines; State and government officials: and 
suppliers to the canning industry. 


Indexes of Employment and Prices 


Prices of foods in retail stores continued to advance dur- 
ing the month ending June 17, 1941. Retail prices of all 
foods, taken as a group, increased 3.8 per cent between 
May 13 and June 17, according to the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics. Fresh fruit and vegetable prices advanced 10.6 per 
cent during this period while canned foods showed only a 
2 per cent increase, Compared with prices a year ago, 
the all foods group is up 7.6 per cent, while for canned 
foods the increase is only 3.5 per cent. 


The wholesale ,cice index of all commodities gained 0.4 
per cent during the week ending July 13, 1941, and is 10.2 
per cent higher than a year ago. The wholesale price of 
all foods is the same as last week and 0.2 per cent lower 
than for the week ending June 28, 1941, but is 13.1 per 
cent higher than the corresponding week of 1940, 


Indexes of employment and payrolls for all industries 
continued their steady advance from April to May, employ- 
ment gaining 2 per cent while payrolls went up 7.1 per cent. 
Employment for May, 1941, in the canning and preserving 
industry, increased 2.1 per cent over April, but is lower 
by only 1.1 per cent than May of last year; canning pay- 
rolls increased 2.1 per cent over April of this year and 
only 0.1 per cent over May of 1940, Detail tables follow:

Maine—Pack of peas now more than half over. Actual 
out-turn a little less than anticipated due to dry weather. 
A little over an inch of rain during the week, however, 
improved conditions some on late plantings. Temperatures 
were favorable with the highest during the week of 86 de- 
grees. Little or no damage from aphids. 

New York—Pea pack is finished with yields considerably 
lower than average but about the same as predicted by 
reporters during the last two or three weeks. 

Wisconsin I—Pea pack is being completed in this district 
this week with very satisfactory results on Alaskas but with 
yields of Sweets considerably lower than anticipated a week 
or two ago, 

Wisconsin Il—One of the most severe dry spells ever 
experienced was broken this week. The rain came too late, 
however, to aid peas.

Wisconsin IIl—Pack will be completed this week with 
the yields of Late Sweets very disappointing due principally 
to dry weather. Quality, however, is reported to - good in 
spite of adverse weather conditions. 

Wisconsin IV—Eastern part of this district reports con- 
ditions similar to those in District III only slightly better. 
The Western part of District 1V reports good yields with 
excellent quality. The Perfection wiht about half through. 
Expect to finish about August 1. 

Wisconsin V—Pack of Sweets in full swing in this dis- 
trict. Pods are very well filled and yields are good in spite 
of lack of moisture. Rains received this week may improve 
yields of Late runs.

Wyominc—Weather conditions have heen ideal for the 
development of pea crop and yields have been satisfactory 
both in amount and pet A Has been some damage due to 
aphis, but not serious, 

Uran and Nortuwest—Temperatures in Washington- 
Oregon I during the past week have been very high—107 
on Ceche and 108 on Friday. These high temperatures 
hastening maturity of crop are thus adding to the strain that 
already has been placed on canning facilities to handle the 
bumper crop in this section. Consensus of opinion now is 
that this district will pack between 4,000,000 and 4,500,000 
cases with about 8,500,000 to 9,000,000 for the West.

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Limitations on Canning Machinery Priority 


Owing to the fact requests are being received for O. P. M. 
Preference Rating Order P-17 to be used for current: pur- 
chases of supplies and equipment, canners should advise 
their suppliers that the special preference rating of A-2 can 
be used only for purchase orders placed on or before June 
25, 1941, and that the manufacturer expects to be able to 
fill not later than August 31, 1941, 

The Office of Production Management is developing plans 
for assistance to canners and others in obtaining emergency 
repairs and replacements. As soon as these plans are com- 
pleted canners will be notified. 

O. P. M. Preference Rating Order P-17 is supplied to 
producers of canning machinery and equipment used for 
canning fruits and vegetables. Each manufacturer to whom 
an order is given by O. P. M. must execute the acceptance 
form on the last page. The order can be used only by the 
producers (manufacturers) to whom it is addressed, but 
may be extended by the manufacturer to subcontractors or 
suppliers. The original order may be photostated by the 


manufacturer and passed on to his suppliers. He need not 
obtain additional copies of the order from O. P. M. for this 


purpose, 


Tin Problems Under New O. P. M. Branch 


Problems of tin importation, allocation, production, pri- 
ority and the like will be handled by one of eight commodity 
branches just created within the Office of Production Man- 
agement, according to a July 17 announcement by Director 
of Priorities, E. R. Stettinius, Jr. 

Each commodity branch will have a chief, responsible to 
Deputy Director Philip D. Reed, who, since the early part 
of the year, has served as senior consultant for the Priori- 
ties Division. Mr. Stettinius will have supervision over ac- 
tivities carried on by the eight branches. Erwin Vogelsang 
is the chief appointed for Section 6—the designation for the 
commodity branch that will deal with tin, as well as with 
lead and ilmenite (pigment). In working out their problems 
each branch will have available Government consultants and 
any necessary defense industry advisory committees. 


Latin America “Black Lists” Available 


The Association will be glad to obtain for any of its 
members copies of the list of 1,800 persons and companies 
in Latin America to whom exports are forbidden under terms 
of the President's proclamation of July 17, and to furnish 
official changes as they are, from time to time, proclaimed. 
The President's proclamation, designated as “The Proclaimed 
List of Certain Blocked Nationals” imposed an embargo on 
exports to the specified individuals and firms on the allega- 
tion that those cited have ties with Germany and _ Italy. 
The original list, as issued, will be amended from time to 
time, it was stated. 


Can Sizes for Army Corn Purchases 


The Army has stated it will accept cream style corn in 
No. 2 cans only. Whole kernel corn will, however, be 
accepted in either No, 2's or No. 10's, This information is 
republished in response to several inquiries from canners. 
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
